The thought of running an 
obstacle course is enough to make 
most adults get more comfy on the 
couch. 

But four- to 13-year-olds? There’s 
a good chance they’ll say bring it 


on, especially if they’re among the 
hundreds who have already signed 
up for the 2016 Kids Ultimate 
Challenge on Sunday, June 5. 

Not only will they take on mud 
puddles, hurdles, mountains of 
hay, and go through hoops along 
a one-kilometre course through 
Burgoyne Woods in St. Catharines, 
they’ll also raise thousands of 
dollars for the Niagara Health 
System’s Children's Health Unit 

In short, it’s kids helping kids, 
and OneFoundation for Niagara 
Health System knows there’s no

one better for the job than a few 
hundred young philanthropists. 

Participants in the non-com¬ 
petitive event, modelled after the 
infamous Tough Mudder obsta¬ 
cle race, have raised more than 
$76,000 since the first Kids Ulti¬ 
mate Challenge three years ago. 
Last year’s top fundraiser alone 
raised $2,700. 

“These are kids,” Elyse Howarth, 
OneFoundation communications 
specialist, said about the remarka¬ 
ble amount of money raised. “The 
Kids Ultimate Challenge not only 
promotes healthy, active play for 
kids, it also instills philanthropy in 
our participants, encouraging the 
notion of giving back from a young 
age." 

And having fun while doing it. 

Participants climb, run, jump, 
and crawl through a dozen obsta¬ 
cles, including the most infamous: 
the mud pit. Many of the white 
t-shirts participants are given at 
the start of the event are worn as 


grass- and mud-stained badges of 
honour at the end. After all, some¬ 
times the best part is not making it 
through every obstacle unscathed. 

“Some of them make it over it, 
some of them don’t,” Howarth said 
with a laugh. “Our slogan is a day 
of mud, sweat and cheers.” 

Those cheers aren’t just 
coming from spectators. They’re 
coming from Children’s Health 
Unit patients and staff. 

Thanks to participants’ efforts, 
the unit has been able to purchase 
an incubator transport stretcher, 
two cribs, and a vascular imaging 
system that uses infrared light to 
enable staff to more easily find the 
veins of young patients requiring 
an IV or blood work. 

“Babies and children can have 
small and intricate veins, so start¬ 
ing IV’s on them can be very dif¬ 
ficult for the doctors and nurses. 
At times, the TV may need to be 
attempted several times, which 
causes more discomfort and stress

for the child,” explained Carol 
Munro, clinical manager of the 
children’s health unit. “This piece 
of equipment greatly benefits the 
children who are patients at our 
hospital.” 

OneFoundation hopes to have 
850 children — another sellout 
crowd — participate this year. 
Aside from the obstacle course, 
Kids Ultimate Challenge features a 
fun zone with inflatables, a barbe¬ 
cue and crafts. 

So far, more than 600 have regis¬ 
tered, attesting to the popularity of 
a day dedicated to families having 
fun for a good cause. 

"It’s completely blown up as kids 
have found out about it,” Howarth 
said. "It’s a really great family day. 
It’s literally a sea of kids running 
with smiles on their faces and that 
makes it all worth it.”

Regional councillors 
to be re-seated 
by draw 

It's no game of musical chairs, but 
councillors will soon have new seating 
assignments around the regional 
horseshoe. 

While council members have 
assigned seats in the chamber, Niagara 
Falls Coun. Bob Gale felt occasionally 
switching seats will allow for councillors 
to better get to know one another. 

“I’m hoping the first speaker on this 
will call the question, so we don’t waste 
any time on this," he said, after bringing 
a motion forward in a special meeting 
last Thursday afternoon. 

He felt it was a beneficial move, but 
didn't want it to take away from other 
business council had before it. 

Seating arrangements will be 
determined by a lottery conducted 
by the regional clerk each May, with 
councillors switching seats for the 
month of June. 

Following the meeting, Gale said 
the motion had nothing to do with 
his current seating assignment 
- between Fort Erie Coun. Sandy 
Annunziata and St. Catharines Coun. 
Andy Petrowski. 

He said that while people may read 
into the request, it's nothing more than 
a mechanism to get to know other 
councillors around the horseshoe. 


Preclearance area for 
border crossings explored 

Niagara wants to host Canada's first 
preclearance land crossing site for 
commercial trucks and vehicles. 

That’s the message regional 
council hopes to send to both U.S. 
and Canadian governments with 
a resolution passed during last 
Thursday's special meeting. 

The motion, brought forward by Fort 
Erie Coun. Sandy Annunziata, seeks to 
have a preclearance location built on 
Peace Bridge property. 

Annunziata said the Peace Bridge 
Authority has the property and financial 
ability to construct the necessary 
infrastructure to allow both federal 
governments to implement full 
customs preclearance. 

Both governments have expressed 
interest in expanding preclearance 
locations in Canada, he added. 

The initiative would reduce delays 
and increase efficiencies, which will 
benefit the economies of southern 
Ontario and western New York, 
Annuziata said. 

It's an initiative the Greater 
Niagara Chamber of Commerce has 
been working on for seven years, in 
collaboration with other local chambers 
and the Niagara Industrial Association, 
said St. Catharines Mayor Walter 

“It's important for us to move 
forward very quickly on this.”
